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A MESSAGE TO AMERICAN YOUTH — 
THE COMMUNISTS ARE CALLING; IS ANYONE ANSWERING? 


The Manual For Children's Groups, published by the Young Communist International , 
states that "nothing in the world is easier than to attract children." It adds: "The young genera- 
tion must be freed from the bourgeoisie and educated to become fighters for the ae class 


cause . . . Who controls the youth controls the future of the world." 


U.S. Communists have not been outstandingly successful in their appeals to youth. This has 
been due in large measure to the fine work of American youth groups. But today the Reds are 
issuing a new call to America's young people. "We stand:on the threshold of a socialist world, " 
the April, 1958, issue of Political Affairs proclaims. “Capitalism exists today as a sick and dying 


system." The time is ripe, U.S. Reds declare, to bring more young people into the Communist 
movement, 


Political Affairs is not thinking of any namby-pamby socialist organization. The lines it lays 
down for a new Communist youth organization are hard-core principles: 1) "only in a communist 
society can the individual achieve full economic, cultural, intellectual and social independence, " 
2) "the class struggle . . .[ is ] the agent of historical progress and inevitable until the elimination 


of capitalism," 3) "proletarian internationalism - support for the Soviet Union and all socialist 
states is essential, " 


The Vanguard role of the Communist Party— 


4) "the working class cannot carry on a successful class-conscious struggle without the leadership 
of the Communist Party," 5) "democratic centralism" (that is, Soviet style dictatorship), 6) 


"Criticism and Self-criticism" (means of Communist discipline), and 7) "study" (including study of 
Marxism-Leninism). 


The new Communist youth organization will make no bones about the need for violent rev- 
olution. Political Affairs notes: "We desire a peaceful transition to socialism, but we recognize 
that this will be conditional upon the peaceful yielding of the ruling class to the will of the 
majority (we also recognize that the day of transition has often been relatively peaceful—but the 
day after has been another story). In more direct words, the Communists follow the old Red policy. 
They want to win without a fight. But they will kill if they must in order to win. 


This call for a new, hard-core Communist youth organization appears to be in its early 
stages. Keep a watch for development of local clubs or state organizations. Remember that most 
of the marchers in the "700 Walkers for Peace" in New York last month were youth from high 
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schools and colleges. American youth organizations face a tremendous challenge in educating 
youth, exciting their imaginations in a positive way, and counteracting development of a hard- 
core Communist youth organization. 


Coincidentally, April was a big month for Communist youth promotions. On April 9 the 
third National Youth Congress of Young Communists in Red China opened in Peking. On April 15 
a much bigger affair, the 13th Congress of the Lenin Young Communist League (Komsomol), opened 
in Moscow. 


According to Tass, the Soviet news agency, the opening ceremony of the Komsomal was 
attended by representatives of allied youth groups from 27 countries, plus representatives of the 
World Federation of Democratic Youth, and the International Union of Students—both world-wide 
Communist front youth groups. 


Dutifully, all present "stood as the red banner of the Komsomol, crowned with. five orders 
with which the Komsomol has been decorated, was carried into the hall." Also present were leaders 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union to hear the crowd of youth express “limitless love" for 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. 


The conclusion of the first day's meeting was that "Communism is the young idea of the world 
and it should be built up by young people." 


U.S, REDS ARE PUSHING THE UNITED FRONT TACTIC 
TO UNDERMINE U.S. INDEPENDENCE 


U.S. Communists are now using the United Front technique to expand their political in- 
fluence. Top Red leaders see this plan of joining hands with other "socialists" as a means of 
1) stepping up their attack against free enterprise, and 2) forming the basis of their long-dreamed- 
of "independent" political party. 


Old timers in the Communist movement remember the great successes this tactic had in 
building up U.S. Communist power in the late 1930's and hope it will achieve the same results 
in the late 1950's. 


Party leaders have another reason to adopt the United Front tactic at this time. In 
November 1957, a parley of "Twelve Communist and Workers Parties" in Moscow issued a call for 
Parties in free countries to adopt the united front tactic to 1) “unite a majority of the people, " 

2) "secure a firm majority in parliament," 3) turn parliament "into an instrument serving the 
working people," and 4) "launch a non-parliamentary mass struggle, smash the resistance of the 
reactionary forces and create the necessary conditions for peaceful realization of the Socialist 
revolution." (See Freedom's Facts, December, 1957) 


U.S. Reds Fall Into Line With Moscow Dictum 





The tactic to follow, the National Committee, CPUSA, said in March, is "to unite and 
strengthen the Party, and to extend its political influence and mass ties." (Underlinging added, 
Ed.) Included are specific policies to: 1) help advance the fight for jobs and security, 2) 
extend the movement for summit negotiations, 3) reinforce the Negro-labor alliance, 4) advance 
labor's unity and defend their rights against "the growing menace of 'right-to-work' laws, and of 
government regulation and licensing of unions," 5) defeat new assaults on civil liberties, and 


6) help unfold the broadest coalition policy and movement, as well as to develop our own inde- 
ndent position in the 1958 Congressional and state elections—a focal point of national struggle 





How The United Front Tactic Shows Up 


James P. Cannon, national chairman of the Socialist Workers Party, and Vincent Hallinan, 
1952 Progressive Party presidential candidate, have picked up the United Front bait. 


At a meeting on March 1, Cannon proposed "an electorial coalition of socialist forces for 
united socialist political action in 1958." Cannon commented: “It doesn't bother me at all 
that, in a meeting such as ours, we have some criticism of each other . . 


. - The significant 
thing is that socialists of different tendencies stand together here on the same platform and urge 
united action against the capitalist class." 


Cannon continued: "| want to tum the clock back to the good old days of solidarity and 
cooperation in practical action against the common enemy. . . .When we say socialists should find 
a way to work together, especially in electoral campaigns, we mean, of course, real socialists 
who, to use the words of the Communist Manifesto, ‘disdain to conceal their aims.' Socialists 
without false faces.” 


At the same meeting, Vincent Hallinan cited advances made by the Soviet Union, and 
urged that fellow socialists work to educate Americans "in the truths, the achievements and the 
possibilities. of socialism." 


View Of The United Front Group To The Soviet Union 


The National Guardian (March 17) report of this meeting quoted Hallinan as saying: "The 
radicals in the U.S. have to cut themselves off from the past. They have to stop assailing the 
Soviet Union. They have to stop saying they love the people of the Soviet Union, but despise 
their rulers," Cannon expressed similar views: "A new order is sweeping the world and its 
superiority to the old order is attested whether you consider its scientific achievements, its 


military successes, the rising standard of living of its people, its cultural advancement, or even 
its athletic prowess.“ 


The views of socialists are not the same on the question of love for the Soviet Union. Ata 
meeting of the Democratic Socialist Forum February 28, Max Shachtman and Norman Thomas voiced 
opposition to "totalitarian Communism." But they, too, urged work toward finding a basis for 
unity of socialist forces in the United States, closer ties with labor unions, and eventual formation 
of a socialist-oriented labor political party. 


Under these conditions we can no longer depend upon identifying Communist influence by 
knowledge that individuals promoting cartain lines are Communist Party members or Communist 
fellow travellers. Communist influence can only be uncovered by recognizing the Party line 
from whatever source it might come—in your political organization, in your local women's, youth, 
or service club—and by attacking the Party line by logic and by superior knowledge of the facts. 


Essential to success in preventing further inroads of the Communist program to conquer 
political power in the U.S. is an up-to-date knowledge of what the Party line is at any specific 
time. The man or woman who mouths the Party line obediently at the times the Party is pro- 
moting that line can be checked off as one unworthy of club or political leadership in your 
organizations. 
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UNITED AND MILITANT STRUGGLE — COMMUNIST THEME FOR MAY DAY 1958 


While Soviet diplomats are smiling graciously, joking pleasantly with women's club groups 
from the U.S. Midwest, and proclaiming their devotion to peace, something less pleasant is 


going on in Communist councils. Communists are moving back to the militant period of "Workers 
of the World Unite." 








Writing in The Worker (April 13), William Weinstone, Educational Director, New York 
State Communist Party, urged an "overflow" meeting in New York's Carnegie Hall on May 1 to 
hail victories over "imperialism" and pep up the Communist struggle against "the monopolists." 
"Victory through united action and militant struggles - that is the meaning of May Day," wrote 
Weinstone. And he urged "leaders of clubs, sections, regions and counties to mobilize all mem- 
bers and supporters" to make May Day a Communist success in the United States. 


He adds: "The membership must be involved in its preparation by visiting and talking with 
other members, sympathizers, and friends, distributing leaflets, holding open air and house 
meetings, and above all by widely distributing the May Issue of The Worker." 


Love The Soviet Union - But Hate Those Communists 





There are those in the United States and many abroad—such as Prime Minister Nehru of 
India—who believe we can use a double standard in attitude toward domestic Reds and the Soviet 
Union. How much nonsense this is can be seen in the plans for the May Day celebration. U.S. 
Reds are out openly to agitate against the United States for the ultimate purpose of setting up 
Communist rule here. But everything the U.S. Reds do merely mirrors what Moscow wants 
them to do. 


Slogans prepared for the May Day affair by the Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union include these gems: 

|) "Long Live May First—the day of international solidarity of the workers, the day of 
brotherhood of workers of all countries." 

2) "Proletarians of all countries, unite." 

3) "Workers of all countries, struggle for the prohibition of atomic and nuclear weapons, 
and the reduction of armaments and armed forces; all hands to the struggle against the danger of 
a new war, and for peace and cooperation between peoples." 

4) “Long live the Communist and Workers Parties of all countries—the vanguard of the 
working class and of all workers; may their fraternal cooperation become stronger in the struggle 
for peace, democracy and socialism." 

5) "Long live the unity of action of the working class and of the workers of all countries; 
may cooperation between Communists, socialists, and all progressive forces in the struggle for 
peace, democracy, and the independence of the peoples broaden." 

And so on. 


U.S. Reds Merely Act As A Branch Of The Red International 


It is worth noting again that the phrase "in the struggle for peace, democracy, and so- 
cialism" is the Communist way of saying the "struggle for the victory of Soviet Communism," 
U.S. Reds are deeply engaged in this struggle. As anyone following their activities can see, the 
U.S. Reds are going right down the line with Moscow directives, including promotion of the 
United Front tactic at this time and extra promotion of the celebration of May Day 1958. 


The Worker (April. 20) lists some of the big celebrations that are planned. The program at 
Carnegie Hall, New York, May 1 will feature a talk by Vincente Lombardo Toledano, Commu- 
nist labor leader in Mexico, plus song and dance, musical numbers, and a dramatic-musical 
narration. William L. Patterson, the new General Manager of The Worker headlines the May 
Day program in Curtiss Hall, Chicago, while other Party notables such as Elizabeth Gurley 
Flynn, George Morris (Labor Editor of The Worker), and others will lead off programs in Detroit; 
Philadel phia; Newark, New Jersey; Minneapolis, Minnesota; Los Angeles, San Francisco, and 
Oakland, California. 


Offical U.S. Communist Party membership may be down to about 11,000, but the Party is 
far from being beaten. Its United Front tactic, backed by Communists throughout the world,

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SOVIET TRADERS MAKE INTERESTING OFFERS—BUT CAN WE BELIEVE WHAT THEY SAY? 


Soviet Ambassador Mikhail A. Menshikov is making the rounds of top level business groups 
in the New York-Washington, D.C. area with attractive sounding offers of peaceful U.S .-Soviet 
trade. 


On April 15 he stood in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. There he told members of the Economic 
Club of New York that both the Soviet Union and the U.S. would benefit from "normal" trade 
relations. Menshikov said the Soviet could send the U.S. such things as manganese, chromium, 
and iron ore. In return she could buy machine tools, power machinery, industrial equipment, and 
diesel locomotives. He assured the top U.S. industrialists at the meeting that "the peaceful prog- 
ress of the Soviet Union is no threat to anyone. The progress and our plans for still further progress 
are only another proof of the peaceful intent of the Soviet country." 


Now, this sounds good, especially to businessmen who have goods they would like to sell to 
someone. After all, who ever asks the politics of a prospective customer? 


But The Communists Are Different 


Few people these days are willing to believe that the Communists are not honest customers. 
They forget that the symbol for Russia is a bear, They forget Stalin's prophetic words in 1929: 
"It is not for nothing that the proverb says: ‘An obliging bear is more dangerous than an enemy. '" 


Consider the views of Menshikov's Boss, Soviet Primier Nikita Khrushchev. May 24, 1957: 
"We do not intend to blow up the capitalist world with bombs. If we catch up with the United 
States in per capita production of meat, butter and milk, we will have hit the pillar of capitalism 
with the most powerful torpedo yet seen." 


Why are meat, butter and milk so important a "torpedo" against the United States? To know 
this, you must know the Communist mind. In his work, A Great Beginnning (1919) Lenin de- 
clared: "Capitalism can be utterly vanquished, and will be utterly vanquished, by the fact that 
Socialism creates a new and much higher productivity of labor." Lenin's pupil, Joseph Stalin, 
declared in 1935: "Why is it that Socialism can, should and certainly will defeat the capitalist 
economic system? Because it can create higher models of labor, higher productivity of labor 
than the capitalist economic system, because it can give society more products and enrich 
society more than the capitalist economic system." 


Defeat Of Capitalism Dominates Communist Thinking 


Nearly every time the subject of the United States or the subject of capitalism comes up, 
the Communist mind comes out with a statement such as Premier Khrushchev's famous, "We will 
bury you." From Lenin to Khrushchev, the Communist aim has been to destroy the capitalists to 
whom Soviet Ambassador Menshikov now talks so sweetly. 


Has Menshikov suddenly gone off his rocker? Have Communists in Moscow changed their 
objectives? Not at all. Freedom's Facts reported in April 1954 a Radio Budapest commentary 
asking, why should Communists "shut our eyes to the fact that the development of capitalist in- 
dustrial technique has led to very significant results, and that it would be a gain for us if their 


technical achievements were to serve the well-being of our peoples, the strengthening of the 
peace camp?" 


What could be smarter for the Soviet Communists than to import the most advanced American 
technical equipment to speed up Communist production until it surpasses that of the United States? 
And what do they want to send us in exchange? Raw materials. A good trade, indeed—American 
capitalist genius in exchange for Soviet hand labor. 








As with all Communist offers, how they are geared in with overall Communist strategy 
must also be considered. Back in August 1952 Communist leaders met in Karlsbad, Czecho- 
slovakia, to decide on a world strategy. This tumed out to be merely a vote for strategy initiated 
by Lenin many years before. 


Place In The West—Revolution In The East 


At the meeting, the Italian Red leader, Palmiro Togliatti was reported to have delivered a 
message from Moscow. Moscow ordered delegates at the meeting to assure a minimum of trouble 
in Europe and the West, while the Communist revolutionary work was moving ahead in Asia and 


Africa. (See Freedom's Facts, January 1955) 


During the following years, Communist revolutionary efforts have been concentrated in 
Southeast Asia, the Near East; now they are beginning to center more strongly in Africa. The 
closer their aggression comes to the United States, the greater effort they must put into keeping 
the United States relaxed and friendly. They know full well that an aggressive United States 
could upset their apple cart. What makes more sense from Moscow's point of view than a wine'm, 
dine'm, smile and confuse'm policy? 


Ask the firms who shipped entire factories to the Soviet Union in the late 1930's and again 
shipped entire factories to the Soviet Union in the closing years of World War Il, two big ques- 
tions: 1) did they really make any money out of the deals? and the really big question, 2) did 
these shipments, which made the Soviet Union economy vastly stronger, help or hurt the United 
States ? 


Both questions must be answered satisfactorily today before any kind of business deal can be 
made with the "obliging" Soviet Communist bear, 


COMMUNISTS ARE "BEATING US TO DEATH WITH PEACE" 


The Soviet Union's world-wide "peace" drive will get another big boost when the Bureau of 
the World Council of Peace meets in India in July. Those who think that a Communist front meet- 
ing in India is of no importance to the United States overlook the underlying purposes of such 
meetings. 


According to the National Guardian of April 14, the July World Council of Peace meeting 
is designed to further stir up popular "revolt against the military alliances;" build closer alliances 
between Asian and African countries and the lands building socialism;" and further "revolt in Latin 
America against the attempt to impose U.S. economic and military agreements there." 


The United States is being defeated throughout the world largely because Americans do not 
yet comprehend the kind of war the Communists are waging against us. It is a political war in 
which meetings, parades, slogans, speeches, demonstrations, propaganda are used to win popular 
support for Communist policies and against U.S. policies. 


The United States Is Not Immune 


During the past month we in the U.S. have seen such publicity stunts as the "700 Walkers 
for Peace" headed by A. J. Muste, secretary emeritus of the pacifist Fellowship of Reconciliation, 
and chairman of the American Forum for Socialist Education. The Forum includes several top U.S. 
Reds, such as Albert Blumberg, legislative director of the Communist Party, USA, and many others 
who have had long association with Communist front organizations. 


The marchers, some of whom walked ninety or so miles to Times Square, New York, caused 


quite a big stir through the U.S.: A. J. Muste appeared on nation-wide television; the story 
was carried by major U.S. newspapers; interviews at the UN carried the story to France and other 


ail 


countries overseas. Was this march timed to win popular support against United States policy? 
Virginia Gardner, writing in The Worker (April 13) quoted one young mercher as saying: "Most 
of us were students, taking advantage of our Easter vacations, Of course, the walk was planned 
to precede our test (H-bomb) in the Pacific." 


The Worker story reported that the walkers wore blue arm bands and carried placards 
stating: "Stop the Tests" and "Atom Tests Kill and Deform—Both Living and Unborn." Of the 
more than 700 in the group, about 150 were from out of New York; the rest were mainly from 
New York high schools and colleges. 


Keyed In With "Peace March" In England 


At the rally winding up the "Walk for Peace" in New York, announcements were made of ~ 
a cable from a similar "peace march" group then on its way to Britain's Atomic Weapons Research 
Establishment in Aldermaston, England. A. J. Muste said the British group was led by members of 
Parliament and "Bayard Rustin, New York pacifist, and one of five members of a group sponsoring 
the voyage of the 'Golden Rule’ ketch, with five aboard, into the proscribed danger zone where 
the U.S. plans new tests at Eniwetok." Also announced at the rally was news of court suits to bar 
A-tests filed on behalf of a group of U.S. scientists and others in the U.S. courts. 


These "peace" marches early in April have since been followed up by full-page advertise- 
ments listing many prominent American names attacking U.S. government policies on H-bombs, 
disarmament, and military bases overseas, and praising the policies of the Soviet Union. All these 
events cost money to produce. They take time to coordinate on an intemational basis. It is 
doubtful that suit work can be initiated and carried out by busy men and women whose time is 
primarily engaged in the concerns of their own careers. 


Staging peace marches, court suits, placing and paying for full-page newspaper advertise- 
ments, arranging for a ship with volunteers to sail into prohibited nuclear test zones is a career in 
itself. We know of only one group which has the time, interest or money to run a vast program of 
this kind, timed so well to follow pronouncements on the same subjects made from Moscow. 


Influencing U.S. And World Opinion 


Without doubt, the success of the Soviet Union in forcing the U.S. to halt planned nuclear 
tests this summer would be chalked up as another world victory for Communist leadership. The 
victory would come from Communist initiative to stop nuclear tests. Communists would gain praise 
for devotion to the interests of furthering peace and the health of the world masses. At the same 
time, many sincere and loyal Americans are deeply concemed about the possible effects of con- 
tinued radioactive fallout and the possibility of eventual nuclear war. 


For those who are deeply concerned, there are normal channels in our democratic process for 
expressing their opinions—or for seeking accurate information—without knowingly or unknowingly 
coming involved in Communist-approved propaganda stunts. 


Yes, the meeting of the Bureau of the World Council of Peace has a direct effect on Ameri- 
cans, on our prestige throughout the world, and on whether Moscow will succeed in dominating 
world public opinion. If the effect of such meetings in India or in New York is not counteracted 
by sound U.S. policies and effective U.S. information programs, we in the U.S. may one day be 
looking to Moscow with fear and trembling as the Hungarians do today. 


Remember what Stalin said much earlier, in 1913? "If any Foreign Minister begins to defend 
to the death the 'peace conference, ' you can be sure ‘his government' has already placed its orders 
for new dreadnoughts and airplanes." Is this not possibly so of Communist foreign ministers today? 





HOW MUCH IS AFRICA WORTH TO THE FREE WORLD? 


If you were asked the question "Howmuch is Africa worth to the free world?" how would 
you answer? In terms of size? - Africa is the world's second largest continent. It has some two 
million more square miles than we have in North and Central America. In terms of people? - 
Africa has a population of over 214 million—some 45 million more than we have in the U.S. In 
terms of resources and markets? - Africa's resources are tremendous. Our import-export trade 
with her now amounts to more than one billion dollars a year. 


You might conclude that the loss of Africa to Communist control would be a major loss to 
us. Yet this is a Communist goal. Much too little is being done at policy and practical levels to 
counteract it. Here is the latest Communist thinking on the subject of Africa and its importance 
to the free world. 


Liberate Colonial Countries—Then Take Over 


According to the Soviet Military newspaper, Red Star (April 11), Communists are anxious to 
help Africans drive the U.S. out of Africa, Red Star stated: "The Soviet people express their full 
solidarity with the peoples of independent and colonial African countries who are struggling for 
their national liberation." "Liberation" means freedom from U.S. and other Western influence. 


"Liberation" stands for a definite strategy outlined by Stalin in 1927. First the Communists 
promote a united front revolution against foreign imperialism; then, the Reds tum it into an 
agrarian revolution aginst the "national bourgeoisie," that is, against the native capitalists and 
businessmen; and finally, the Reds create the dictatorship of the proletariat and take over full 
control. 


Is That All That Is Involved? 


Another Communist strategy, propounded by Stalin in 1925, is also involved in the stepped- 
up Communist aggression in Africa. Stalin said: "Colonial countries form the foundation of the 
base of imperialism. Revolutionizing of this base cannot but undermine imperialism." What is 
"imperialism?" In the Red dictionary it stands for the United States and our European allies. 


This theme was underscored by Radio Moscow (April 14) by stressing that the "liberation 
movement" had destroyed Western control over China, India, Indonesia, Syria, Egypt and other 
countries. The next major objective is to "liberate" African countries from Western control. If 
successful, this will mean closer ties between these countries and Moscow, a sharp drop in trade 
with the West, and ultimately nationalization of Western capital now invested in Africa. 


But even this is not all. The Red leaders in Moscow are drawing the noose tighter around 
the American neck—by cutting the U.S. off from areas of the world where we once were welcome 
and where we once had mutually profitable commercial business. When the noose is tight enough, 
when the U.S. is isolated from the rest of the world, they will move in to conquer us. 


In 1920 Lenin proclaimed: "As long as we have not yet conquered the world, as long as, 
from the economic military standpoint, we are weaker than the capitalist world, we must adhere 
to the rule that we must know how to take advantage of the antagonisms and contradictions ex- 
isting among the imperialists." Anyone who knows Lenin and knows the Russian Language knows 
this stands as a declaration that one day Lenin expected Communism would conquer the world by 
taking advantage of contradictions and weaknesses in the West. 


The Communist moves in Asia, the Near East, and now, Africa, are moves toward the Com- 
munists plan for ultimate victory over us in the United States. 
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
